The cosmetology laboratory will provide a total training area for instruction and practice 
necessary to attain entry-level skills in the cosmetology profession snd preffcre the sty- 
dent for advanced standing if he or sW continues training to gain a State license. The ■ 
environment^hould simulate a complete beaaty shop and, aVthe required practices are 
dependent fo a large extent on outside customers, the environment and decor should" 
.result in "the best beauty shop in town." However, where /pace ft limited, instruction 
should have a priority over looks. a A

The total laboratory ar$a of approximately 1,400 Square feet (sq. ft.) should nrovide the 
following sub-areas: (See^suggested cosmetology laboratory schematic, page 3.)

a. Customer reception and waiting area with outside entrance 

b. Shop area with.haij-dressing booths and dryer areas 1 " * * 
* c. Separate instruction area 

d. Teacher's office area * ****** 

e. Storage room (approximately 10ft sq. ft*) ' 

The customer reception area pan b§ screened by fold-wall or free-standing partitions 6 
•feet high. This area should be carpeted. Telephone service should 6e provided in the 
customer inception area. This area should accommodate'up to six waiting customers and 
a small reception desk for appointments.and payments. • % 

The lab area should provide a minimum of 15 hair-dressing.stations, at least six of which 
should have shamftoo bowls with hot ahd'cold water and shower spray. Stations should* 
have full-width mtfrors and full.-width formica counter tops with drawer storage on one 
side and closed shelving on theottier. Each station must have a 1 10 and 220 volt electrical 
outlet. The central area of the laboratory rriufct t?ave 11{J .volt electrical outlets to accom- 
modate a minimum of 10 hair dryers (12 are preferred)7and wet and dry sanitizers. 

A vinyl fold-wall'should close off a section (350 sq.ft. minimum) of the shop area to form 
the general instructional area. This area wUl be used part timf for demonstrations and 
teaching. Provisions should be made for darkening this area Jor audiovisual projections. A* * 
foldaway chalkboard should be provided, but should not detract from the decor of the 
shop area when not*in use. , 

The storage area should haVe 18-inch deep adjustable shelving from floor tcceiling on all 
Interior walls. An automatic washer and dryer must be accommodated ip the storage room. ?

Restrooms should be located near the-coametology laboratory. They may be in the main 
school corridor. v 



The location of the laboratory should be' such that there can be an outside customer 
entrance. Xbis entrance should be near a parking area -where customers may leave their 
-cars whil#in the la&oratory. . * 

Lighting in the Shop or practipe area should provide 100 foot candles at table-top height.

The junior high exploratory laboratory suggested guidelines to use when a fuH'cosme- 
tology laboratory is not available. If that situation exists, the laboratory should include 300 
sq. ft., with space for three shampoo bowls; two commercial dryer chairs, and a small 
reception area. *
